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TJC students in close proximity to sex offenders 


Students must know 
what to do and how 
to protect themselves

There are 100 registered sex offend¬ 
ers within a three-mile radius of the TJC’s 
main campus. 

Most registered sex offenders are life¬ 
time offenders. Regardless of completing 
probation, parole, or being discharged from 


prison, they are still required to regis 
ter as sex offenders. 

“In the city of Tyler, I have 
145 registered sex offenders,” 
said Andy Erbaugh, detective 
with the Tyler Police Depart¬ 
ment major crime unit. “If they 
move out of Tyler, but they still 
live in Smith County, they are 
required to register with the 
sheriffs department.” 

After a sex offender 
is released from jail, he is 
placed on either probation, 
parole or discharged com¬ 
pletely. 

“If they are put on proba¬ 
tion or parole, they are restricted 



about what they can do based on 
their probation or parole, and 
its different for everybody,” 
said Erbaugh. “It usually tells 
them where they can and 
, cant live and if that can 
or cant drink alcohol or 
associate with certain 
people.” 

The state requires 
Erbaugh to keep track 
of everything from where 
they live to who their clos¬ 
est relative is, what they drive, 
where they work, what their shoe 
size is and what their blood type is. 
“They are required to tell me ev¬ 
erything about them,” said Erbaugh. 


“So that if they do commit another crime; 
number one, we can find out who they are 
a little easier, but also with all that infor¬ 
mation we get from them, it’s placed on the 
state’s website.” 

Although this information is helpful, 
many times it’s not easy to spot a poten¬ 
tial or registered sex offender. Many times 
it’s the first-time offender who is the most 
dangerous. 

“Roughly 80 percent of sexual assaults 
are involved with someone we know,” said 
Susan Hinson, RN, certified sexual assault 
nurse examiner. “It may be an acquain¬ 
tance, maybe a friend, maybe a girlfriend’s 
friend...

John said TRiO was “very efficient in helping you align 
your classes and schedule.” 

Snow’s parents did not attend college, so he utilized TRiO 
to teach him about financial aid and scholarships. 

TRiO is a federally funded program that has been at 
TJC ever since 1997. Inside TRiO’s dedicated campus space, 
which is located on the third floor of the Rogers Student Cen¬ 
ter, there is a writing lab with computers and a large table used 
for their workshops. These workshops will help teach students 
to learn budgeting, time management, money skills, test taking 
tips, and even how to deal with credit card debt. TRiO advises 
students to stay away from student loans, if possible, and to stay 


out of debt. 

TRiO uses the same tutors that regular students are 
offered, but are allowed more tutoring time and they are also 
allowed to print papers without any fees. 

TRiO is all about students moving on from TJC to 
four-year universities to earn their bachelor’s degrees. Bradley 
Gifford, Career/Transfer Advisor, helps students with career 
searches and even takes students to visit other college campuses. 
Some campuses Gifford takes students but are not limited to, 
include the University of Texas at Tyler, University of Texas at 
Arlington, University of North Texas, Stephen F. Austin Univer¬ 
sity and Texas State University. 


“Every other Friday I go to a different campus,” Gifford 

said. 

TRiO accepts 200 students per academic year to their 
services, and as of August twenty fifth they’re at 115. Students 
can qualify for TRiO if they have a physical or learning dis¬ 
ability, a low income, or if their parents do not have bachelor’s 
degrees. Many students often return to TRiO after they move on 
to their four-year school, whether it’s to use the computer lab or 
just to reunite with old friends. 

TRiO is located on the third floor of the Rogers Stu¬ 
dent Center.

Tight budget means increasing costs 




Tuition, fees and on-campus living more expensive this year

The Tyler Junior College Board of Trustees 
approved the 2011-2012 budget that increases 
tuition and fees by 9 percent, increases the rate 
for residential halls by 6 percent, and includes 
new revenue for the Center for Earth Space 
Science Education. 

The budget went into effect Sep.l. 

The cost of tuition for an in-district student 
taking 12 hours last semester has gone up $120 
and the price for an out-of-district student has 
gone up $116, this is excluding lab fees. 


According to the data presented at the 
Board’s Aug. 25 meeting, the state failed to fund 
the 18.9 percent enrollment growth at TJC. 
With state cutbacks such as this, President of 
the Board of Trustees Clint Roxburgh, believes 
the new tighter budget is necessary. 

“Well, it’s a tight budget this year, unfortu¬ 
nately, with the cutbacks in the state support,” 
said Roxburgh. 

The data presented on the agenda also 
showed that enrollment is projected to decline 
by 5 percent. Certified data from appraisal dis¬ 
tricts shows valuations relatively flat, and the 
approved 2011 budget included the mandated 
5 percent biennial cut, which equated to $1.5 


million. Without the 5 percent cut, state xX \\\** v 
appropriations would have shown 
a reduction of 3.78 percent. 

Even with these changes 
affecting tuition and on-campus 
living, Roxburgh still believes the 
TJC students will not be too heavily 
impacted by the new budget. 

“I don’t think they will see a lot of 
change, though,” said Roxburgh. “The fo¬ 
cus is still on a quality education and quality 
teaching.”

“It wont affect me. I just moved here from 
Lon Morris and it was like 10 times more 
expensive over there,” said Runnels. “Plus, I am 
on a scholarship.” 

While the Board did ultimately vote on 
approving the budget, the process of creating it 
was a team effort. 

“It starts with the administration, the 
department heads and such that make their 
requests for the budget,” said Roxburgh. “All 
of those go through meetings. Sarah Van Cleef 
is the chief financial officer and oversees all of 
that.” 

After this has taken place, college officials 


begin to cut down some of the request. 

“Some of the initial requests are put in 
there and some of them are pared down, and 
they talk about what it is,” said Roxburgh. 

After this process was completed, TJC 
President Dr. Mike Metke, Van Cleef and 
Roxburgh reviewed the proposed budget and 
presented it to the Board of Trustees. 

However, sophomore and Child 
Development major Shera Irving still has 
concerns about whether some students will be 
able to afford TJC because of the increases in 
tuition and fees, and room and board. 

“The more they raise prices, it depends on 
financial aid, and not all can pay out of pocket 
for tuition,” said Irving.

His name is Joshua Tyler Mathews, but everyone calls him

“big shot,” as he puts it... at a quality education. 

The old cramped quarters of Claridge Hall and the white 
sterile walls that many students consider “terrible,” are actually a 
comfort to Mathews, not an inconvenience. 

Anything would have been better than living on the streets 
in the backseat of his car like he used to not long ago. But now, 
he has finally found his home and the family he’s always wanted 
at Tyler Junior College. 

“He (Ty) has a child-like love and incredible talent that’s far 
reaching,” said Julie Crawford, a staff tech for the Apache Band 
and Belles at TJC.

Life for Mathews wasn’t typical nor easy. He was adopt¬ 
ed, abandoned, abused and, at one point, completely without a 
home.

She cared for 
him as if he was her own.

be a musician one day, but after joining the band in sixth grade, 
I hated it. I’m glad she kept me involved, because if I wasn’t, I 
wouldn’t be where I am today.” 

Mathews is the kind of student who thrives on discovering 
new possibilities as well as testing his limits, explained Adam 
Myers, assistant band director at TJC. Mathews was awarded a 


preforming arts scholarship, which covered his expenses and al¬ 
lowed him a chance to pursue his dream. 

“Ty received a marching band scholarship just last year, 
which brought him from Canton down to Tyler,” Myers said. 
“He makes all the difference in the world in our department, es¬ 
pecially when we need different types of instruments for a song. 
He can play several instruments really well and we are so blessed 
and proud to have him. He’s a real first class student.” 

Although Mathew’s life wasn’t easy, he has gained support 
from faculty and staff which afforded him medical care and other 
means of assistance that allowed him to survive his first few se¬ 
mesters of college.

After taking him to a doctors office to 
see an oral surgeon, Dr. (Brian H.) Stone decided to take him on 
as a case in need.’Mr. Mensch, the director of the Apache Band, 
and his wife also helped with the expenses of his medication. We 
were all willing to do whatever we could to help Ty out.” 

Mathews is thankful to everyone who has helped him along 
the way. He has finally found a place where he doesn’t have to 
worry where his next meal will come from or where he’ll end up 
resting his head at the end of each day. 

He explained that he’ll leave TJC with more than musical 
knowledge and a good, solid GPA, but with memories he’ll take 
with him forever. 

“I won’t forget the amazing people at TJC I was fortunate 
to have met,” Mathews said. “But I’ll also never forget the reason 
I’m here, which is because of my mother. To me, I don’t see it 
like she’s gone, she’s always there. She’s alive in my heart and 
her dream for me has finally come true, and it lives on even if 
she doesn’t. I love her so much and if she’s watching, I hope she’s 
proud of her son.”

“Contagion,” which was released Friday, Sept. 9, 
2011, depicts the horror and possibility of a worldwide 
virus killing off most of the population one touch at a 
time.

As for the quarterbacking situation, TJC has seen split time between Uni¬ 
versity High School standout Randy Price and Ryan Black, the former dual¬ 
threat signal caller from Jacksonville. Both quarterbacks saw 
equal time against Coffeyville, but Price received the ma¬ 
jority of the play-calling duties against Kilgore, racking up 
245 yards of total offense, throwing for two touchdowns, 
and he even took one in himself. 

It is still too early in the season to tell what 
the future has in store for NJCAA football, but 
with TJC emerging victorious in their first two 
games, there is no scarcity of optimism for the 
Apaches as they travel to Corsicana to face the 
defending NJCAA champions and bitter rivals 
at Navarro Junior College. The game will start 
at 7:00pm on the 17th of September.

Ra-Ra Renegades? 


WeVe all heard the sayings, “..when one 
door closes, another opens,” and the ever popular, 
“.. .everything happens for a reason.” 

This past April, nearly 100 students tried out 
for the Tyler Junior College Apache cheer squad 
only to have their hearts broken with the news 
that for the 2011-2012 school year the squad 
would be cut. 

“...we wouldn’t know [the results] for 72 
hours. It was sketchy from the beginning,” said 
former-TJC cheer candidate, freshman Kaliegh 
Benoit. “Once I found out I made it, I was stoked! 
All of us girls kept up through Facebook and we 
were all so excited about everything. Then, things 
got fishy.” 

According to Benoit, she began to feel ig¬ 
nored when she would try and get in contact with 
anyone involved with the cheer squad. 

“I needed to know about camp so I could 
schedule camp around my job and nothing was 
ever set in stone. I started to panic,” Benoit said. 

On top of all that, Benoit also said that there 
wasn’t a single cheerleader from the 2010-2011 
season returning for this season. She said the en¬ 
tire situation was “sketchy.” 

Breanne Hagler, another freshman candi¬ 
date, was one of the first to find out the news. 

“I was pretty blown away. I was told that 
I could keep my scholarship, but I wouldn’t be 
cheering. It was a heartbreaker, for sure,” Hagler 
said. 

Hagler now cheers at rival school Kilgore 
College for the Rangers. 

“Vincent said that he knew a lot of coaches at 
other colleges and would help us get on at another 
place, but I don’t think anyone took advantage of 
that. We all took care of it on our own,” Benoit 
later said. Benoit is on the Ranger Cheer Squad 
with Hagler, also. 

What makes this issue extremely controver¬ 
sial on the Tyler Junior College campus is that the 
cheer program was the only student program on 
campus to have been cut completely to alleviate a 
budget shortfall caused by state budget cuts. 

“There are over 60 registered student organi¬ 
zations on campus,” said Vincent Nguyen, Direc¬ 
tor of Student Life &. Involvement. 

“Some that are college funded include the 
Apache Belles, the band, Baptist Student Minis¬ 
tries... Las Mas (the drama department) awards 
scholarships. It cost TJC anywhere from $80 to 
$100,000 annually for the cheer program and 
about one-third was just for insurance,” Nguyen 
said. 


“Instead of losing four or five jobs on campus 
or putting someone on furlough, the administra¬ 
tion looked carefully at the situation. Over the past 
couple of years there was a huge turnover almost 
annually to find a new cheer coach. They wanted to 
do things right and have a one-year hiatus to find 
a good coach. One that upholds and supports the 
mission of Tyler Junior College,” Nguyen contin¬ 
ued. The mission of Tyler Junior College includes 
the three promises of a vibrant student life, com¬ 
munity service, and a quality education. 

In the summer of 2011, a new student organi¬ 
zation was formed, just in time for football season. 
Known as the Apache Renegades, it has become 
a hit on the TJC campus. Making their debut on 
Aug. 27th at the game versus Coffeeyville Com¬ 
munity College. 

Being such a big hit and such a big deal at 
TJC, it really makes me wonder if we’ve already 
replaced our nationally ranked, East Texas staple 
Apache Cheer Squad. How long do the Ren¬ 
egades plan on staying? 

“We want the Renegades to last forever. It 
gives students a sense of ownership. They can ac¬ 
tually be a fanatic for once instead of going to the 
games and only seeing a handful of community 
members. We are trying to change the environ¬ 
ment of game day activities. We want students 
at the games and we want to fill the stands with 
[Apache] fanatics!” Nguyen said. 

“We want students who love being an Apache'. 
We want that four-year college feel with the crazy 
fans like they have at Oklahoma, Texas, Alabama, 
and USC. We need them to thrive in this envi¬ 
ronment. Tyler has the roughest crowd. We want 
fans to come fill the stadium, wear black, white, 
and gold and feathers in their hair and energy,” he 
continued. 

What also makes the Renegades so great? 

“It costs nothing for the Renegades,” Nguyen 
said. “The T-shirts were donated, tailgate food has 
been provided by Valley Services. It just costs gas 
money to go three minutes up the road to Rose 
Stadium.” 

Call me crazy, but I just don’t see how you can 
have football without cheerleaders. It s like peanut 
butter without the jelly, or Lady Gaga dressing like 
a dude- it’s just not right. 

Will the Renegades last forever? It’s rumored that 
the cheer squad will return to the sidelines in the 
2012-2013 school year, however if the Renegades 
are popular enough, will there be enough interest?

“This program is a great way for dancers of all ages to 
get involved.

so it’s not the stranger danger anymore that your 
mother used to tell you about.” 

Hinson added that she doesn’t think people who 
commit sexual assaults in college are first-time offenders. 
“I don’t believe it. I think that the offenders have had a 
history and may have not been caught. And then it esca¬ 
lates” she said. 

Although it may seem that the numbers are stagger¬ 
ing, there are numerous ways to protect yourself. 

“Walk with somebody else,” said Erbaugh. “If you 
can’t and you’re stuck and you don’t have anybody to walk 
with late at night or you get out late at night, keep your 
phone in your hand. You’re allowed to carry mace and 
what a lot of people do is get complacent, so look around 
at your surroundings.” 

Policemen are beginning to encourage different tac¬ 
tics citizens can use to protect themselves. 

“In the old days, we wouldn’t say it. But now we have 
gotten to the point where we do say it and that is, you do 
whatever it takes to get away from that person. You kick. 
You bite. You scream,” said Don Martin, public informa¬ 
tion officer for the Tyler Police Department. “You fight 
because today’s society we don’t know what his intentions 
are. If he were to sexually assault a girl or is he going to 
go ahead and kill her just to cover up his tracks. You fight 
for your life because you don’t know if it’s going to be your 
life.” 

Protecting oneself also includes not putting yourself 
in a situation where you could become a victim. According 
to the Kansas State University in Manhattan, Kan, more 
than 75 percent of college students who experience un¬ 
wanted intercourse are under the influence of alcohol or 
drugs at the time of the incident. 

“A lot of times what you see is people have the idea 
of I really didn’t want to have sex with this person, but I 
didn’t say no,” said Brooke Wyatt, sexual assault program 
coordinator of the East Texas Crisis Center. “Consent is 
an ongoing process, if I agree to an act and then mid-way 
through, If I change my mind then at that point I have 
withdrawn my consent to participate.” 

Sexual assaults are damaging to a person’s self esteem. 
Wyatt added that often the victim tends to have a dual 
childhood experience followed by a date rape that has 
brought it back up to the surface. 

“Any time trust is violated, that is a huge burden peo¬ 
ple have to carry, and you have to be able to build that trust 
back up,” said Wyatt.
